• High officers of all thn railroads en- 
tering Chicago wore notified yester- 
day to appear before the Interstate 
Commerce commission In Chicago to- 
morrow to answers-charges that the 
transportation companies are giving 
special"privileges to private car mon- 
opolies. 
Chief of these private car 


concerns are the packing companies 
at the stockyards. 


The principal charge Is that the 


Armour company, which controls n 
private refrigerator car lino on tho 
side, started to drive all little pri- 
vate lines out of the Michigan fruit 
carrying trade. 
Tho Armour people 


succeeded In carrying their 
point. 


Onco the Armour people had corral- 
led the fruit business, they began n 
systematic advance In rates. 
This 


was accomplished, principally, by In- 
creasing the charges of Icing cars. 
The fruit growers of Michigan pre- 
ferred charges, against tho 
Armour 


company and tho commission will In- 
vestigate tomorrow. 


Other Interests Involved 


In addition to tho charges of exor- 


bitant rates on fruit, the commission 
will Inquire into tho 
relations 
be- 


tween other private car companies 
and the railways. It IH said the In- 
vestigation will reveal 
a 
startling 


condition existing between the 
two 


Interests. 
Throughout the country 


tho larger 
manufacturing 
plants, 


which include the big trusts, 
have 


been shipping their products In their 
own cars. For the use of these cars 
the railroads are presumed to pay % 
of a cent a mile. As a matter of fact. 
It Is said, some op tho transportation 
lines have been paying as high as !> 
cents a mile, whch means a rebate In 
charges In violation 
of 
interstate 


commerce laws.

The question of-cut rates through
